rofession, A modifled, improvoed, regenerated pran-
fee, Daged npon Common sense gl 8 gound ciinical
observation, must take [ta place, and thus cariy
pealing avd Llessings upon 18 wings to the nations
of the earth.”

The unde ed (DR Stewart dissenting) beg
jeave to offer the following

Let facts
answer. Every phyriclan whoin we Know perdon-
ally, all of whom we have heand, use and reom-
mend the nge of alcobolie lignors in some form in
their practice. The great wmsjority use them freely,
In trifing o8 well a8 In grave cases: on drankards
A8 well a8 on the total abstinence peaple; on the
child of o day and the parent of threescore and tew,
They prescribe them in discases of the Kidneys,
Jungs, heart, brain, stomach, and every otlicr organ,
and yet they Enow full well that the disvases
of those organs bove been  produced  thoa-
pands of times by these very agents,  "I'hiey also re.
commend them Lo be token by the weak, the dyspep-
tic, and the valetudinarian ; the aged becnuse they
are aged, the young becausa they ave young, the
nursing mother becaase of the draln on her systam
(uatural though 1t be nad healthiul); to those who
are given ap a3 hopeless, bnoanse I]u-r are dying,
and o the copvalescent, becguse they are con-
valescing, and they ctnnot forego the glorious
opportuuiyy to show them how porier or ale, or
whisky will “balid  them up.” The efect of such o
